Tbia bill seems to be in accord with 


public opinion, as several State Conven- 
tions] have declared for snob a change. To 
adopt tbe desired amendment the bill vhll 
have to pass both Houses of Congress by a 
two-thirds majority of each House, and 
mast then be ratified by tbe Legislatures 
of three-fourths of tbe States. This re- 
quires time and as tbe proponed amend- 
ment, though introduced early in the ses- 
sion, baa not yet been reported back by the 
oomtuittrt* to whom it was referred, it is 
not likely to receive tbe sanction of this 
Congress. 


While i» aearly all the new States, >so far 


aa party platforms and the public press in- 
dicate, the amendment would receive tbe 
approval of tbe people, it would meet with 
opposition in tbe older and more connerva- 
tive States east,of the Ohio, though, there 
•seas to be BO valid reason .why Senator* 
as well as Representatives •bonld not be 
sleeted by tbe popnlir vote, eioept that the 
framari of the Constitution provided that 
Senators shall be elected by the Legisla- 
ture of tbe several States. 


If tbe Nevada Legislature, which is to 


Convene nest Monday, is of tbe opinion 
that it would be more satisfactory to th* 
people to be permitted to vote direct for 
United States Senators than to restrict tbe 
obotoe to mfiuber-i o! the Legislature, it 
should meoioriuliz* Congress at once to 
pas* i be bill providing for tbe change in 
the Constita iofi.
